Either of the above mentioned 
might be regarded by this present 
generation of Godless outlaws as an oc- 
currence of momentious importance, 
insomuch that the term “Next Great 
Event” would be fittingly proper to 
describe it in their estimation. There 
are still those, however, wh are dom- 
inated by the faith of the saints of an- 
other age, whose learning is not of 
men but who cherish the written word 
of the grand oid Book of books, and 
are guided by its teachings under the 
leadership of the Author of the book 
Himself. For praise God, the sure 
word of prophecy recorded in the Book

But the Lord knows 
the poverty of all such Ciiurches, cin 
if they will only be true, they wiil Le 
rich in the sight of God.

The tenth verse teiis us that some 
of the members of the church in 
Smyrna were to be cast into prison 
that they might be tried; and that 
they were to have tribulation for ten 
days. We find to-day that many of 
the Christians who live in large cities 
have much opposition. Many times 
they are threatened because they 
shout and praise God in their services, 
because they trust the Lord for the 
healing of their families. In some in- 
stances some are cast into prison. But 
let us remember that these things 
are only to try us. Therefore, saints 
let us fear none of those things that 
we shall suffer, but remember the 
promise to the church in Smyrna, “Be 
thou faithful unto death, and I will 
give thee a crown of life.” 

We also find that the church in 
Smyrna was to have ten days of tribu- 
lation, Doubtless, these were not ten 
ordinary days, but ten periods of time, 
suring which the church would suffer 
severe persecution. It is said by some 
that the names of the rulers’ that 
reigned during those periods of perse- 
cutions were Nero, Domitian, Trajan, 
Maximinus, Septiminus, Marcus Aure- 
lius, Deceius, Valerian, Aurelian and 
Diocletian. 

The reward that was promised to 
the church in Smyrna is clearly shown 
in verse 11. 

We will now notice the message to 
the church in Pergamos, Rev. 2:12-17. 
Pergamos is taken from the Gr. per- 
gam-os, meaning height, elevations. It 
was a City of. Mysia in Asia Minor, 
about three miles north of the river 
Bakyrtchai (the ancient Caicus). The 
city was greatly addicted to idolatry, 
and its grove, which was one of the 
wonders of the place, was filled with 
statutes and altars. It is said that this 
grove contained temples of Jupiter, 
Minerva, Apolla, Venus, Bacchus and 
AEsculapius. Special prominence was 
given anclently to the worship of

Venus, and afcerwards of AEsculaptus, 
the god of medicine and pharmacenti- 
cal magic, whose empliem was a ser- 
peat. 

Let us remember that these seven 
churches represent seven preiods of 
time. during this gospel age. There- 





fore, we believe the very conditions of 


this church represents the time when 
the church and state were united to- 
gether which was about 312 A. D. 
Doubtless this act helped to open the 
way for Catholicism to become the pre- 
dominating religion. 

In verse thirteen the Lord stated 
that He knew where this church dwelt, 
even where Satan’s seat was: and that 
they held fast His name, and had not 
denied His faith, even in those days 
wherein Antipas was His faithful mar- 
tyr, who was slain among them, where 
Satan dwelt. This verse seems to 
teach that Pergamos was the seat of 
Satan. Surely this is made clear from 
the fact that Pergamos contained the 
many temples of the various gods of 
idolatry. This condition was also a 
type of Catholicism that was to be 
brought in later. 

The intergrity of the faith of this 
church with such environmental con- 
ditions is to be admired. They stood 
so firm that Antipas became His 
fannie martyr. It is said that Antipas 
was one of our Saviour’s first disct- 
ples and a bishop of Pergamos, and 
that he was put to death there in a 
tumult by the priests of AEsculapius. 
Tradition relates that he was burned 
in a brazen bull under Domitian. Oh 
the awful trials and persecutions that 
the saints of these last two churches 
had to undergo. It is said that some 
were burned at the stake, some buried 
alive, some were fed to the ferocious 
animals in the theaters to entertain 
the spectators, while others suffered 
the various joints of their bodies to 
be pulled apart while they were living. 
Oh the firmness of the faith of the 
saints of the ages gone by! Dear 
saints, we have nct yet suffered any 
in this age in comparison to what 
they did in that age. Therefore, can 
we not be faithful in the few things 
of to-day? May every child of God 
rally to the front and be more faithful 
than ever before. 

Now we will read verse 14. But I 
have a few things against thee, be- 
cause thou hast there them that hold 
the doctrine of Balaam, who taught 
Balaec to cast a  stumblingblock be- 
fore the children of Israel, to eat 
things sacrificed unto idols, and to 
commit fornication. This verse teaches 
us that the church in Pergamos had 
some members that adhered to the 
Balaam doctrine. Truly it is a horri- 
ble thing for somebody to commit for- 
nication and to eat things sacrificed 
to idols. But the doctrine of Balaam 
will lead people into such vices and 
at the same time they will claim to 
be right with God. I have seen some, 
who were not animated with this doc- 
trine, cast a stluimbiingblock before 
the people of God, and thereby lead 
them away into error. Yet at the same 
time they claimed that the Lord was 
jeading them to do those things that 
became a stumblingblock. In fact, the 
adherents to this doctrine always 
claim that the Lord leads them to do 
their deeds regardless of what their 
deeds might be. They always claim 
the leadership of the Spirit, but they 
ignore the Word of God. I have seen 
some who claimed the Lord had led 
(showed) them to come out of the 
Church of God. However, I cannot see 
Low these things could be unless they 
were living crooked lives. For we 
read in Psa. 125:5, “As for such as 
turn aside unto their crooked ways, 
the Lord shall lead them forth with 
the workers of iniquity: but peace 
shall be upon Israel.” We see from 


| the foregoing that the ones that the 
4 Lord leads out of the Church 


are 
those who are living crooked lives. 
This is done that peace may remain 


} upon the Church 


The Holy Ghost always works in 
harmony with the truth. Therefore, 
{instead of Him leading the true 


$children of God out of the Church of 


God, He will lead all into it, if they 
will only accept His teaching. We 
tind in St. John 16:13 that He is to 
lead and guide the children of God in- 
to all truth. Then 1 Tim. 3:15 tells us 
that the Church of God is the pillar 
and ground of the truth. Therefore, in 
order for the Spirit of God to lead the 
children of God into all truth, they 
will necessarily have to be led into 
the Church of God. 

I trust that these few explanations, 
regarding the doctrine of Balaam, will 
be suffiicient for the present time. 
Whenever we get through with the 
messages to the seven churches, then 
we expect to return and take up the 
doctrine of Balaam in detail. 

Another thing that was wrong with 
fhe church in Pergamos was that they 
had some that held to the doctrine 
of the Nicolaitanes. This doctrine has 
been explained in a previous article. 
Therefore, we will not discuss it fur- 
ther. 

In the sixteenth verse our Lord com- 
manded the church in Pergamos to re- 
pent from allowing the doctrine of

The doc- 
trine of Balaam made its appearance 
in Israel several thousand years ago; 
the Lord was against it then. It re- 
appeared in the early church; again 
our Lord was against it. And we still 
find it im existence today. Likewise, 
we still find the Lord against it today. 

The reward that was promised to 
the church in Pergamos is clearly 
shown in verse 17. 

We will now notice the message to 
the church in Thyatira. Rev. 2:18-29. 
The first thing that we wish to notice 
about the church in Thyatira is that 
her last works were greater than her 
former. There is some contrast be 
tween the church in Thyatira and the 
churches 2f to-day, for usually the 
churches of to-day have their greatest 
works during their early organization. 
Whereas the longer a church is or- 
ganized the greater should be their 
works.

“Enter ye in at the strait gate: for 
wide ls ine gate, and Droad is the way, 
that leadetn to destruction, and many 
there be wiich go in thereat: Because 
strait is the gaie, and narrow is the 
way, which leadeth unto life, and few 
there be that find it.” Matt. 7:13, 14. 

We want io notice in these words 
of our Saviour that He designates two 
gates, the wide and the strait; two 
ways, the broad and the narrow; two 
classes, the many and few; and two 
destinations, destruction and life, 
These two ‘gates are the openings to 
the two ways, for the two classes, lead- 
ing to the two different destinations 
widely separated from each other. 
“And besides all this, between us and 
and you there is a great gulf fixed; 
so that they which would pass from 
hence to you cannot; neither can they 
pass to us, that would come from 
thence.” Luke 16:26. 

We will notice the wide gate which 
is the opening to the broad way for 
the many who are going to destruc- 
ton. We see three classes going in at 
this gate: ‘‘ne neglectors of salvation 
who are too busy to take it. Heb. 2:3, 
“How shall we escape if we neglect 
so great salvation.” The rejectors of 
salvation, who are too proud to need 
it. “Humbie yourselves in the sight of 
the Lord, and He shall lift you up.” 
James 4:10. The despisers of salva- 
tion who are too wise to heed it. 
“What shali the end be of them that 
obey not the gospel of God?” 1 Peter 
4:17. These will be like the rich man 
in Luke 16 when they come to their 
destination a. the end or the way. 
Paul in 2 ‘Tim. 3:1-5 tells us about 
these, who tney are, and what to do 
with them. - 

We want to notice some of the gate- 
ways thru which the world is throng- 
ing into une broad highway of lite. 
hese gateways are easily found. You 
can see the sigits hanging out in front, 
and if you ioluow the crowd you can 
easily find the gateway that will lead 
you to a devil's hell. 

One of these is the ball room (or 
more commonty called the dance hall) 
Someone says, ‘snere’s no harm lm 
dancing. (No not if you are dancing 
before the Lord as David did). The 
parlor dance, as some are pleased to 
cali it, has been the beginning of the 
downfall of many of our American 
girls and women. Parents, read the 
book “From the Ballroom to Hell” and 
decide for yourselves if it is safe to 
let your daughier visit the dance nalls 
or not. 

Then there is the poolroom (or fooi- 
room) where our young men and boys 
(anu old men too, | am sorry to say) 
Wwiil gatuer to gambie over the pool 
table and card tabie. And where busi- 
ness fer tne devil is talked over, 
schemes natcueu, and pians pianned. 
They will biackguard and biaspneme 
the name ald character of some pure, 
innocent, God Learing girl. 

* Bathing beaches and pools are one 
of the gates uuiv ine broad way and 
is no piace 10f anyone professing 

Christianity, But you will see the bath- 
ing beaches swarming on Sunday with 
goou churci members with tneir lunch 
baskets weii ued to spend the Lord’s 
day in frolicking along the beach in 
their one plece (aud some without any 
piece much to them) bathing suits. 
You say, “Weil, there is no harm in 
going for a Sunday outing after work: | 
ing hard six days in the week.” The 
world does such as that and Jesus said: 
we are not of ine world even as He 
was not of the world. Jno. 17:16. Go 
lo their churcn Sunday morning to 
service and you may find a dozen or 
so besiues the preacner. How then can 
you discern the Christian from the sin- 
ner if tue Cmiistian separate not him- 
self from the worid, but does as the 
world? 

No doubt you iuave heard people say 
when asked if they were a Christian 
or not, “Why need I become a Chris- 
tian? I go to the beach on Sunday and 
find your members there. I go to the 
Sunday ballgame and he is there. I go 
lo the dance hall, he is there. I go to 
the soft urink joint, he is there. I go 
to the movies, he is there.” 

“Enter ye in at the’ strait gate.” 
The theater is a wide open gate leaa- 
ing into the broadway of life. We have 
seen children given money to patronize 
the movies when the father hardly 
knew where the next meal for his 
family was coming from. The child 
sits in front of the screen for an hour 
or two at a time watching the scheme 
or plan of a bank robbery, or the 
morals of a happy home torn down 
and the home wrecked by the villian 
in the play. Along comes the hero to 
the rescue, everything is so plain and 
so easily done in the picture, leaving 
a lasting impression on the mind of 
the child and lowering the standard 
of holy matrimony in the mind of the 
young man or woman. A seed has been 
planted that may in future years (in 
married life perhaps) spring up and 
cause trouble in the home. The hea- 
viest patronage of the movies is the 
church members. It has been stated 
that the theaters would have to close 
their doors if it were not for the 
church members. We have known 
some to join the church Sunday morn- 
ing, be baptized, claim to be converted, 
and go to the movies in the afternoon: 
If every church member would get a 





good case of old time, sky blue, devil 


defying, Bible salvation, the theaters 
would have to close their doors. Pool 
rooms and dance halls would have to 
close and bathing suits would go out 
of style; for the kind of religion or sal- 
vation Jesus suffered and died for 
will put a stop to church members 
patronizing such places. 

These are only a rew of the gate- 
ways thru whicn thousands of people 
are entering on the broadway to des- 
truction. Many more could be spoken 
of but space will not permit. 

We have seen a few of the wide 
gates that lead to the broadway, we 
now want to observe the broadway 
so beautiful to you, presenting to you 
the hope of youth and the vanity and 
pride of manhood. But what about the 
despair of old age when your curiy 
brown hair has turned white, your 
back is bowed with age, and the light 
grown dim in your soul? You will 
then think how you spurned the good- 
ness and mercy of God when He was 
knocking at your heart’s door and 
you said, “Not now, at some more con- 
venient time.” But you nave put it off 
until the Spirit of God has taken its 
flight. Grieve not the Holy Spirit of 
God whereby you are sealed until the 
day of your redemption. 

The enemy of your soul will present 
life to you so beautifully that you will 
forget about an Eternity somewhere 
until it is staring you in the face and 
death has his icy fingers around your 
heart and you are unprepared to meet 
God. He will cause you to think more 
about the pleasure of this world than 
of God. The broadway is crowded with 
souls rushing hither and thither after 
rest and finding none.

The many who are seeking after 
these things, and many other things 
that could be mentioned, are denying 
our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ 
and making His sacrifice and His 
blood of no effect. We find Jude telling 
us about this class of people in Jude 
10-19. We cannot enter thru this wide 
gate, walk in this broad way with the

to eat things sacrificed unto idols. In 
this instance we believe Jezebel repre- 
sents the Catholic church, and she was 
a good type of it. We remember how 
Jezebel of old stood for idolatry when 
She supported about 800 idolatrous 
prophets. But she fought against the 
prophets of God. 


Likewise we find that Catholicism 
has stood for an idolatrous form of 
worship. Even unto this day we find 
that many of them have certain things 
in their homes and churches that must 
be classed as idols. And I have heard 
of some people, who claim the Holy 
Ghost, entering their churches and 
bowing themselves to fheir idols, and 
possibly kissing them. Doubtless, these 
things are done in order to retain the 
friendship of their friends who are 
members of the Catholic church. But 
dear reader, let us remember that the 
triendship of this world is enmity with 
God. James 4:4. We also read in Ex. 
20:4, 5, “Thou shalt not make unto 
thee any graven image, or any like- 
hess of anything that is in heaven 
above, or that is in the earth beneath, 
or that is in the water under the 
earth; Thou shalt not bow down thy- 
self to them, nor serve them.” §o0 
we see from the foregoing Scripture 
that we should not bow down to any 
image even though they are supposea 
to be the image of some heavenly 
creature. 

Catholicism has also fought against 
the ministers of God. They have alsuv 
committed fornication (spiritually) by 
rejecting the doctrine of Christ. 

Verse 21 tells us that the Lord gave 
her space to repent of her fornication; 
and she repented not. Yes, she has 
had hundreds of years, during which 
she could have repented, but she re- 
fused the opportunity. Therefore, ac- 
cording to verse 22 she is to be cast 
into a bed, and they that commit 
adultery with her into great tribula- 
tion, except they repent. So according 
to this verse Catholicism will only 
continue until the tribulation, at which 
time the Lord will cast her into a bed. 

According to verse 23 it is also to 
be observed that he will kill her child- 
ren with death. This Scripture may 
seem strange to many since all people 
die as a result of death. But the death 
referred to here is not like the death 
that visits the human family of to-day, 
for this death has direct reference fo 
the foursore judgments of God that 
are to be poured out, upon the inhabi- 
tants of this earth, during the tribula- 
tion. Rev. 6:8, Ezek. 14:12-21. 

Please notice that Catholicism is not 
the only one that will suffer these 
judgments, but her children are to suf- 
fer the same things. Therefore, I am 
persuaded that this religion has some 
children somewhere, that is, people, 
or churches, that adhere to practically 
the same teaching that she does. How- 
ever, we do not have to adhere to this 
doctrine in order to commit spiritual 
fornication, for it can be committed 
by anybody that departs from the doc- 
trine of Christ. Therefore, there are 
many people, who are not Catholics, 
that are committing spiritual fornica- 
tion. They also must be cast into the 
great tribulation, except they repent. 
In fact, this world is getting filled up 
with deceivers. And as I have said be- 
fore, I now say again, that we are now 
facing the awfulest time of spiritual 
deception that this world has ever 
seen, 

I believe verse 24 will substantiate 
our statement that this church repre- 
sents the papacy from its very begin- 
ning to the end of this gospel dispen- 
sation. For it speaks to them that 
have not that doctrine, and have not 
known the depths of Satan, as they 
speak.

(Continued pH page three) 
many that are thronging the way to 
damnation without breaking God’s 
law. His Word says, “The way or the 
transgressor is hard.” We find at the 
end of the broadway is destruction, 
no promise of any God, but eternal 
punishment. Luke 13:3; Matt. 25:41- 
46; 13:42-50; Rev. 6:15-17; 14:10, 11; 
20:12-15. 

We want to notice for a while the 
strait gate, where and how to find it, 
how it will lead to the narrow way, 
and at the end life eternal. The strait 
gate is like a keyhole in a door on a 
dark night. It is hard to find without 
a light. David said in Psa. 119:105. 
“Thy word is a lamp unto my feet, and 
a light unto my path.” If we have the 
light of God’s Word to walk in and 
walk in that light it ought not be hard 
for us to find the strait gate. 

We enter the strait gate thru Re 
pentance Ave. leading up to the station 
of Confession where We lay aside all 
unbelief, foolish talking, uncleanness, 
anger, wrath, malice, blasphemy, filthy 
communication,ete. (Col. 3:8) and get 
aboard the Faith train w A re we begin 
to make restitution. Luke 19: 8. In 
Matt. 3: 1,2 we find John the Baptist 
preaching in the wilderness, saying, 
“Repent ye: For the kingdom of heav- 
en is at hand.” Jesus speaks the same 
words in Matt. 4: 17. In Rev. 2:4,5 
Jesus says, “Nevertheless I have some- 
what against thee, because thou hast 
left thy first love. Remember therefore 
from whence thou art fallen, and re- 
pent, and do the first works; or else 
I will come unto thee quickly, and will 
remove thy candlestick out of his 
place, except thou repent.” 

“Strive to enter in at the strait gate; 
for many I say unto you will seek to 
enter in, and shall not be able.” We 
must strive as one in agony, we musi 
put forth our best for God. He has 
saved each one of us for a purpose and 
has a place for each one that He saves. 
Ii we tail Him and sit down on the 


stool of “do nothing’ and fold our 
arms, we are not striving as He said 
for us to do. Some will say, “Well, I 


am doing the best I can. 1 can’t do any 
more.’ We wonder what caused them 


to see the need of doing the best they 


could. The best we can do will not be} 
sutficient; it will take God's best for} 
us to make the landing safely. 

John the Baptist, Jesus, and Pete 
on the day of Pentecost said to repent. 
To repent means to turn from or for- 
sake. Repentance brings about a 
change oi mind and a change of heart. 
“Repent, and turn yourselves from 
ALL your transgressions; so iniquity 
shall not be your ruin.” Ezk. 18: 30. 
Repentance is the first step toward 
the strait gate. It is the only thing 


that will save from a devil’s hell. His 
Word says, Let him that nameth the 
name of Christ depart from iniquity. 

Confession is the next important 
step toward the Strait gate. They were 
baptized of Him in Jordan confessing 
their sins. Matt. 3:6. Here was a 
crowd of folks who were huntng for 


the Strait gate. They had listened to! 


John preach the baptism of water unto 
repentance and his, Prepare ye the 
way of the Lord, make His paths 
straight, and all were baptized of him 
in the river Jordan, confessng their 
sins. We have seen people baptized in 
water unto repentance and make no 
confession whatever. You could not 
see that they had any change of heart 
from the way they talked and acted, 
still partaking of the things of the 
world. 

When John said, “Bring forth fruits 
meet for repentence,” he did not mean 
to go on the way you had always gone, 
going to Sunday baseballs, bathing 
beaches, poolrooms, dance halls, gamb- 
ling rooms, and maby other things of 
the world, but to show the world that 
you had made a start for the Strait 
gate by laying aside every weight and 
the sin that does so easily beset you 
and run with patience this race that 
{is set before you. “And many that be- 
lieved came, and confessed, and 
shewed their deeds.” Matt. 19:18. We 
see that belief (or faith) is another 
important step along with repentance 
and confesson. “Believe on the Lord 
Jesus Christ, and thou shalt be saved, 
and thy house.” Acts 16: 31. Here was 
a man looking for the Strait gate. He 
wanted to know how to find it so that 
he might be saved. If people are really 
honest and sincere in what they are 
seeking after, God will not turn them 
away. Jesus said, “He that cometh un- 
to me, I will in nowise cast out.” “Now 
faith is the suvstance of things hoped 
for, the evidence of things not seen. 
But without faith it is impossible 
to please him: For he that cometh to 
od must believe that he is a reward- 
er of them that diligently seek him.” 
Heb. 11:1, 6. Now if we have what we 
can see, why do we yet hope for it as 
if we had it not? The prize or crown 
of life is to the faithful. It is something 
we cannot see (but thank God, can 
feel once in a while whenever we draw 
close enough to God), yet we still 
hope for it and have the witness with- 
in us. Now the just walk by faith. Heb. 
10:38. We walk by faith and not by 
sight. There are many other avenues 
that we could mention that lead to the 
Strait gate and narrow way, but we 
will pass,on as.space is limited, and 
walk up fife avenues of restitution and 
see where it leads to. 

“Jacchabiis stood, and said unto 
the Lord, the half of my goods I give 
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to the poor; and if I have taken any- 
thing from any man by false accusa- 
tion, I restore him fourfold.” Luke 19: 
8. Here was a man that never had 
keard of Him before. He was little of 
stature and could not see Jesus for the 
crowd around. He ran ahead and climb- 
ed a tree.
